Response to Amendment 
Applicant submitted an amendment to the claims that was filed on 8/24/2005. It is clear in that 
amendment that applicant has amended claim 2 to overcome a deficiency in the description of 
substituent "Y" The amendment is sufficient to over the rejection of claim 2 under 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph. That rejection is withdrawn. Certain amendments have also been made to 
claim 1. The claim now lacks the description of all substituent groups. The claim is also 
described as "(original)" even though it has been amended. Claim 1 as it is currently presently in 
the case is addressed below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

3. The phosphorus compound which applicant is now claiming is indefinite. All substituent 
groups present in the formula as well as numeric values for u m" and "n" are undefined. The 
compound is now unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese Patent No. 05301883. 

Applicant's attention is directed to the English abstract and to formula 1-B at page 5. Patentee 
indicates that "R" may be aryl. Applicant's original claims indicated that R and Y groups may 
be H and that m may be 0. In these instances the claims are clearly anticipated by the reference. 
When applicant's substituent groups are inert substituents such as methyl, the presently claimed 
compound is obvious in view of the reference and is related to the patented compounds as being 
the next adjacent homologues.
